Thirike We Should Act to Avert 
Future Wars, as Times 
Have Changed Here. 


UNLIKE so aes aN a Day 
Farewell Address “ Made Before 
We Became the Wealthi-\ 

est Power. Sit 


In what the publishers of. The New 
Republic announce is the first public 
comment he has’ made’ on America’s in- 
ternational position since the ‘outbreak 
of.the European war, Viscoynt Bryce, in 
an article entitled. ‘‘ America’s. Tradi- 
tional Isolation,”’ states in that publ 
tfon; ‘out today, what he believes: the un- 
derlying causes are for a change in 
America’s foreign policy as defined par- 
ticularly . by George Washington. He 
‘disclaims at the outset any tender of ad- 
vice or officious comment, but writes 
rather,-he says, ‘‘ with no intent to ex- 
press an opinion on the course the Uni- 
ted States ought to follow in any par- 
ticular conjuncture.’’ 

This nation has outgrown the concepts 
of Washington, as laid down. in his 
farewell address, in the opinion of Vis- 
count. Bryce. He sees justification fora 
complete change of procedure in such a) 
crisis as now exists in Europe, with the 
procedure which he believes undoubtedly 
would have been taken in Washington’s 
time. 

‘* Washington’s faréwell address,’’ com- 
ments Viscount Bryce, ‘‘'was recognized 
in his own time and has ‘been recognized 
ever since as a masterly document. No 
single utterance by any American states- 
man has had more influence, perhaps 
none has had so much influence, upon 
the mind of the American people.’’ The 
former British Ambassador to the Uni- 
ted States then reviews the causes for 
the words of Washington in his counsels 
recommending a: policy of complete iso- 
lation with regard to Europe. 

“Consider what those circumstances 
were,’’ Viscount ‘Bryce. ..reminds his 
American readers. ‘‘ North America was 
distant from Europe by a voyage of some 
weeks; American: commerce; - how, small 
compared. with that of our.own times! 
Very few persons went to and fro. They 
could afford to think little and care little 
about Europe; they were, moreover, in 
Washington’s day a population. of only 
five millions, 


Doom of the Dynasty Sounded. 

“ But at last things changed in Europe 
and.the revolutions of 1848’ marked the 
decisive stage of the change. They have 
“gone on changing fast since then, and 
the greatest change in all has been the 
extension of the power and influence of 
the ‘leading civilized States beyond the 
boundaries of Europe; the whole world 
has now become one by the. enormous 
development of trade, due to new and 
swift means of transportation and com- 
munication, and by*‘the interests which 
every country has in the weal or woe 
of any other country. No country es- 


capes. this influence and the. United} ay 


States can escape’ it as little as any 
beGause it is the wealthiest of all.” 

‘After recounting -how the range of 
offensive warlike action has been im- 
mensely enlarged, and how aggréssive 
and ambitious power is now -restrained 
by scruples of hunianity, Ambassador 
Bryce pr¢ceeds : 
: ** European wars have now almost lost 
their old dynastic charatter. . Austria 
is an exception, for there the Haps- 
burgs are still allowed to play their own 
hand, but the Austro-Hungarian mon- 
archy—an ill-assorted congeries of races 
only one of which is attached to the 
dynasty and some of which dislike it— 
is an anachronism in the modern world: 
Wars are now undertaken partly for 
colonies and commerce, but mainly for 
the sake of nationality and liberty. This 
war has arisen from ‘a quarrel over 
nationality, but it involves the principle 
of liberty also, because every one knows 
that if Germany had been a free country 
in the sense in which France and Italy, 
Switzerland and Holland are-free, there 
need have been no conflict. 

“ The course which the war has taken 
has involved not only the principle of 
liberty. but the maintenance of inter- 
national right, the observance of rules 
laid down by “international conventions 
and the principles of humanity toward 
noncombatants, and these principles in- 
terest all the: world, the two Americas 
no whit less than Europe. “They, too, 
have a stake in the struggle. 


Neutral Opinion Now Recognized. 


“Never before has,the power of pub- 
lic opinion in neutral nations been so 
fully recognized as it is in this war. 
Each of the belligerents has shown it- 
self anxious. to win the favor of that 
opinion, recognizing its moral influence 
as well as the possibilities of its direct 
action. There is another way in which 
the position of the United States has 
been entirely: changed. She now num- 
bers more than twenty times the popu- 
lation of Washington's: day.’ She has 
become a great power to which the 
world’ looks as the strongest and niort 
impartial expo ent of neutral opinion.

The line between the River Adige

FRENCH CONFIDENCE IN ALLY. 


Observers Think Austrians Aim at 
Vicenza, but Will Fail. 


PARIS, May 18.—The attack launched 
by the Austrians against the Italian 
front in Southern Tyrol, and which 
has gradually extended to .the entire 
Austro-Italian front, is being followed 
here with close attention. It is gener- 
ally believed in military circles that the 
great Austrian offensive which has been 
expected for some time past has at last 
begun. 

No importance is attached to the fall- 
ing back of the Italian advance lines, 
which is considered an obvious move, as 
they were not sufficiently strong, to re- 
sist an attack on a large scale. Al- 
though the Italian central position on 
the Lavarone plateau is not yet in- 
volved, it is thought probable that the 
principal effort of the Austrians will be 
made in that direction. It seems evident 
that the Austrian Generals intend to try 
and carry out their former plan of 
smashing a way through to the Vicenza 
Plain. The fact that heavy reinforce- 
ments have been-moved up under cover 
of the formidable séries* of forts 
stretching from Folgaria and Lavarone 
favors the belief that Vicenza is the real 
objective of the offensive. 

he French military authorities are 
satisfied that the Austrians are doomed 
to failure, regardless of what efforts 
they may make. It igs pointed out that 
the Italians have made every ‘possible 
preparation for just such an attack as 
the present, and that the most powerful 
defenses that engineering skill could de- 
vise have been prepared on the Asia 
Plateau and in the mountains nor’ 
west of Arsiero. It is on this line that 
the Italians are expected to make their 
real stand in the event the Austrians 
continue to push their offensive. 


GENEVA, May 18, (via Paris.)—Re-

An all-day debate on the question of 
universal military training, held. yester- 


‘day before the Academy of «= Political 


Science in Baril Hall; Columbia » Uni- 
versity, came to a climax last ‘night 
when Henry B. Breckinridge, - former 
Assistant Secretary of War, declared: 

“Universal -military training is the 
only way to yank the hyphen out. of 
America. .

It had been evident all cheotliahs the 
aftornoon and evening session that the 
friends of universal military training 
were in the large majority, and the 
cheers and: applause that greeted the 
concluding ‘sentence of the speech of 
the eloquent Mr. Breckinridge left no 
doubt as to the sentiment of his audi- 
ence. 


A large. majority of the- speakers, 
which came from every branch of 
American activity, were in favor of uni- 
versal compulsory military training for 
citizens of the United States. The two 
notabje exceptions were Oswald Garri- 
son Villard, who spoke in the afternoon, 
and Dr. Alexander Meiklejohn, Presi- 
derit of Amherst College.

Italians ‘lived in that particular corner 
of the square—and if some of them were 
aware of his presence, as they must 
have ‘been, they guarded his secret 
faithfully. .From the window of the 
room which he ogcupied in one of the 
upper stories of the house Rofrano

While these 
figures purported to show cures effected 
by radium, Dr. Stewart said that they 
showed a ‘smaller percentage of cures 
than are obtained by surgery.; that their 
cures were be ove ig only in. cases which 
could be treated by s ery, and that 
radium was admitted <S be useless in 
types of the diesase’o on which the knife 
could not” be used. successfully. Dr. 
Stewart quoted the.results of other ex- 
perimenters in the Use of radium who 
und. that -the raya from the. mineral 
Ttrequently aggravated the-disease and 
that the apparent benefit obtained from 
this treatment was enon il transitory 
and followed by bad results. 


Calls Radium a Failure. 


Dr. John H. Hartwell said that he 
agreed with Dr. Stewart that radium 
and other treatments except surgery 
had so far failed utterly, and that 
laboratories using these treatments 
Should in all cases be under the super- 
vision of a surgeon competent to de- 
cide when surgery could be used with 
benefit, so that no lives would be 
sacrificed in experiments while there 
was a chance that they could be saved 
ky surgery. Dr. Hartwell, howéver, 
was hopeful -that laboratory experi- 
ments would eventually. produce berne- 
ficial-methods of treatment.

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A BETRAYAL OF TRUST. 

According to a preliminary report, 
the House Committee-on Naval -Af- 
fairs has discarded the Navy De- 
partment’s plan of a building pro- 
gram extending over five years and 
veted, for 1917, five battle cruisers, 
four scout cruisers, ten destroyers, 
' and twenty submarines. The de- 
‘partment asked for two dreadnoughts 


, the first year, two battle cruisers, 


three scout cruisers, fifteen de- 
gtroyers, and thirty submarines. 
Although fast battle cruisers will be 
-yaluable additions to our navy, the 
compromise is a signal victory for 
the ‘‘small navy” men, and the re- 
ported passage by the committee of 
@ resolution authorizing the Presi- 
dent, after the European war is 
ended, to take steps for the formation 
of a universal Court of Arbitration 
fis an unprecedented and utterly pre- 
posterous action. A naval committee 
is appointed solely to provide for 
‘paval extension and organization. It 
fg not a part of its business to rec- 
emmend international measures for 
the preservation of peace. The reso- 
Iution indicates the character and 
“quality of the men who form the ma- 
jority of the committee which has 
been intrusted with the most im- 
* pertant work of the year in Washing- 
ton. No further proof is needed that 
~ their work has not been undertaken 
fin the right spirit and that the con- 


bi fusion which has been caused by the 


military bill will seem insignificant 
‘when the naval bill comes to light. 
~The abandonment of the five-year 
program. in the circumstances, is not 
regrettable. Secretary DANIELS was 
not disposed to ask for more ships 
were absolutely needed.

WHAT IS THE MOTIVE? 
Too few wires have been tapped, not 
too many. It is to the public interest 


790 | that the motives of the persons who 


have_been raising a tumult of excite- 
ment over the police practice of tap- 
ping the telephone wires for the de- 
tection of crime should be laid bare. 
What interest do they serve? What 
public ends are they seeking to at- 
tain, or, if-not: any public ends, what 
private ones? The impression has been 
created, the community-has been per- 
mitted to believe, or to suspect, that 
telephone wires are tapped for “all 
sorts of reasons, to pry into business 
secrets for the advantage of rival in- 
terests, to gratify individual malice, 
or to satisfy private curiosity. That 
impression is false, that suspicion 
groundless. The telephone wires have 
been tapped and conversations lis- 
tened to onlyfor the detection of crime, 
and that the law authorizes, It is 
obviously a practice subject to abuse, 
it must have its limitations, it can be 
resorted to only by officers of the law 
for the execution of the law. The 
Mayor has made it plain that telephone 
wires have been tapped only for the 
purpose of aiding the local authorities 
or the authorities of the Federal Gov- 
ernment in detecting crime. 

Because of .“‘ persistent misrepresen- 
tation and falsehood,” and to correct 
“a general misapprehension which has 
“been studiously and intentionally 
“created in. the public mind,” the 
Mayor has felt compeHed to issue the 
statement we publish this morning. 
Great harm has been done already 
by the attempt to exploit and make 
sensational use of recent disclosures 
of this kind. There is every reason 
to fear that the processes of justice 
have been obstructed, that persons 
concerned in criminal conspiracies 
have been put on their guard, and 
that their detection has been made 
more difficult, particularly the detec- 
tion, of offenders against the Federal 
laws. Mayor MitcHet spoke with 
great force and amply justified in- 
dignation of these mischief-makers 
when he said yesterday: 

I want to say one thing, though, 
that anybody who has been warned 
that vital interests of the United 
States as a Government weré involved, 
and who, knowingly, deliberately 
jeopardized those interests, while he 
may not be guilty under any statute 
of treason to the United States, is a 
traitor to his country at heart, 

The interests to be served in de- 
tecting conspiracies against our Fed- 
eral laws are immensely greater, they 
are far above and beyond any end to 
be promoted by sensation-mongers. 
They are the interests of the nation, 
and any one who knowingly. seeks to 
thwart the efforts of the Federal 
Government to bring criminals. to 
book deserves the public reproof 
which the Mayor has administered. 
But what can be the underlying mo- 
tives of persons who, duly warned 
and admonished of the harm they 
were doing, have nevertheless per- 
sisted in their obstructive work?

THE SENATE’S SURRENDER. 

The latest discussion in the Senate 
over the military bill was lacking in 
any practical purpose. The confer- 
ence report which the Senators felt 
compelled to accept was not satis- 
factory and some of them took pains 
to say as much, though their con- 
demnation of certain provisions was 
purely Pickwickian. Senator BoraH 
again denounced the political jobbery’ 
connected with National Guard fed- 
eralization, but as he would have 
denounced the provision for a Fed- 
eral volunteer force just as harshly, 
if it had survived the conference, it 
cannot be said that his remarks were 
important.

HANDICAPS. 

Calling the people to call HuGuHzs, 
The Chicago Journal paints. this por- 
trait of the candidate whom it wants 
the Republicans to take on trust: 

A patriot, a statesman, an executive 
of tried ability, a man whom no mag- 
nate ever bamboozled and to whom no 
trust ever issued orders. His enforced 
silence on the issues of the day is a 
handicap, but one which he could re- 
move in the five months which: le be- 
tween June 7 and Election Day. Also, 
most of the Progressives like him. 

But suppose his speech might be a 
heavier handicap than his silence. 
“Handicap,” by the way, is a term 
most unfortunate to use in connection 
with Governor HuGHEs, who may con- 
sent to be nominated, but who surely 
will not “enter the race” or “run.” 
Suppose he had to begin by abjuring 
the party platform, as a Democratic 
Judge had to in 1904? There are 
Westerners less ready to believe in the 
good fortune of the pig-in-a-poke ad- 
venture. A Wisconsin journal, The 
Wausau Record-Herald, is deaf to the 
command of certain politicians and 
newspapers to “make believe” that 
“the people” want to draft a man in 
the dark: 

With statesmen in its [the Repub- 
lican Party’s] ranks whose names are 

honored throughout the world, is it 
reduced to the pitiful necessity of nom- 
inating either a nonentity or, what is 
almost equivalent, a man of whose 
views and qualifications nothing is 
known? Just think what this implies! 
It is equivalent to a decree that from 
and after 1912 the only men in the Re- 
publican Party eligible to high office 
are those who were too insignificant to 
give offense or who were cloistered in 
some position which sealed their lips. 
Can a political party serve the country 
in stormy times under such a handi- 
cap as that? 

_No Favorite Son! No Ignotus! But 
why lug in the forbidden “ handicap ”? 
THE AUSTRALIAN PROPHET. 

Britannia has found a prophet. His 
name is HuGHEs, called the “ Labor” 
Premier of Australia. Throughout 
England crowds run in his footsteps. 
The day of his departure will be one 
of mourning. He is entreated to post- 
pone it and finish the task of hearten- 
ing the people. The papers are full 
of him, his goings and comings, his 
sayings, his doings. In Glasgow he 
insists upon riding in a tram driven 
by a woman, with a woman con- 
ductor, and that alone is a wonderful 
thing. Tall headlines are built upon 
it. There is never a day when he 
hasn’t headlines. They run at ran- 
dom: “ Mr. Huaues on Organizing the 
Empire,” “Mr. HucHres on How to 
Win,” “ Mr. HuGHEs on British Aims,” 
“Mr. Hucues in the City,” freedom of 
which is conferred upon him; “ Mr. 
Hvueues in Scotland,” and go on. 

At Glasgow were scoffers, as is good 
for a prophet. He was to address the 
Trade. Union Congress there, and 
some of the delegates protested.’ What 
message had he for workers? Was 
he not in England with a propaganda 
of protection and aggressive imperial- 
ism, which had been for years the 
curse of the labor movement? Had 
he not been repudiated, in fact, by 
the Labor Party of his own country, 
Australia? But scoffers deserve their 
ancient fate. The inspired are trre- 
sistible. Mr. HuGHms was admitted. 
It. was not at all what he said; it was 
his saying of it. He said: “ There is 
“no great achievement that stands to 
“the credit of trade unionism here or 
“in Australia but will crumble to its 
“fall if the issue of the war is de- 
“ clared against us.’”’ Others had been 
saying the same thing, in words hav- 
ing exactly the same sound, but 
Huacues said it, and the hall quaked 
with applause. He has power to com- 
mand the emotions of a crowd. He 
says: “The British race has found 
its soul,” and strong men weep. 

It is an interesting phenomenon. 
Hucues stands for the supremacy of 
the British race, for the articulation 
of empire, for tariff protection against 
Germany, for .striking the knife to 
the economic heart of the enemy. and 
keeping it there, for union and fed- 
eration forever. All these things have 
now a great emotional appeal, but 
that does not account for Huexms. He 
brings to his subject no special 
thought. There is nothing new in the 
content of what~he says. One must 
look for somethitig else—something in 
the spirit of it, ‘and ‘that, perhaps, is 
youth. Age will parley and take its 
time. Meso! Mi. Bittrentes. See how

mental pictures of themselves. To 
the wounded New Zealand and Aus- 
tralian soldiers who had survived the 
stupid Gallipoli campaign, gathered 
at a luncheon in London on Anzac 
day, he said: “On ‘the shining wings 
“of. your valor we were Hfted up to 
“heights we had never seen; you 
“taught us truths we never knew; 
“you inspired us to a newer and 
‘wider and nobler concept of life.” 
The English were swept by emotion. 
He has a vision of war: “Into a 
“world saturated with a lust of ma- 
“terial things, which had’ elevated 
“self into a deity, which had made 
“wealth the standard of greatness, 
“comes the sweet, purifying breath 
“of self-sacrifice.” He believes in 
the mother race. He praises it to the 
full of its hunger. It has passed in 
trial through a fiery furnace, and is 
“yet, despite conditions that would 
“long ago have plunged lesser men 
“into the abyss of degeneracy, full of 
“the ancient valor of our race.” 
Then he scolds it, as one may who 
loves it. For all its greatness, it must 
be greater. That is not to say it is 
inefficient, or that it muddles things. 
It was unprepared, for reasons re- 
flecting credit upon its heart, but now 
it must come awake and have the 
will to conquer. He is full of sense. 
He knows his way in crowd psychol- 
ogy. First praise a crowd and then 
tell it the bitter truth. First per- 
suade it that you believe in it, give it 
its ego full, and then it will cheer its 
own indictment. So doing, Hueuss, 
Premier of Australia, has produced a 
profound impression in Great Britain. 

His triumph there has _ created 
mixed sensations elsewhere, especial- 
ly in Canada. The Toronto corre- 
spondent of The London Times admits 


that his utterances have received ad-. 


verse criticism in Canada, where 
there are many extreme “ autono- 
mists ”’ to whom the project of British 
federation is distasteful. The Toronto 
Globe suggests that a centralized War 
Department for the British Empire 
could order Canada to provide an 
army for operations against the 
United States in the hypothetical 
event of a war between Japan and the 
United States, Great Britain taking 
the part of her Asiatic ally. But 
that is for purposes of argument only. 
Even The Globe admits that new and 
closer relations between the mother 
country and the Dominions after the 
war now seem to be inevitable. That 
is what HuGHES means. He speaks in 
hyperbole for effect. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


There is to be seen, 
Illustrating with interest—and per- 
German haps with something of 
amusement by observ- 
Efficiency. rs with a sense of hu- 
mor sufficiently well developed some- 
times to find cause for quiet smiles even 
at funerals—a certain quaint ingenuous- 
ness or nafveté in the instructions just 
issued through Count von Bernstorrr by 
the German Government to its Consuls 
in this country. For what the Ambassa- 
dor is ordered to do is to tell the Con- 
suls that they, in turn, must tell ‘‘ Ger. 
man citizens’? in the United States 
‘scrupulously to obey the laws of the 
State in which they reside.”’ 

That command, standing alone, would 
be astonishing enough, even though, as 
would be expected, it were sent to those 
addressed as a confidential communica- 
tion. It is made nothing less than as- 
tounding by open publication for all to 
read, and by introducing the exhorta- 


tion with the statement that it is issued’ 


** in consequence of cases which occurred 
of late.’’ 

Surely the German citizens living here 
cannot be pleased to have the other resi- 
dents informed in this official way that 
they—the German citizens—need to be 
told of a duty so obvious and so matter 
of course as that of obeying our laws. 
Still less, one might suppose, are they 
likely to enjoy the plain implication that 
they, or some of them, have been con- 
ducting themselves in @ manner so high- 
ly reprehensible that their own Govern- 
ment is shocked {nto ordering them to 
behave with more propriety. That, to 
say the least of it, constitutes a real 
grievance for all German citizens who 
haye not yet been convicted, though ao- 
cused, of violating our laws, for it de- 
prives them of most, if not all, of the 
presumptive innocence -which, by one of 
the dearest—and absurdest—of our legal 
fictions belongs to us all, even though in- 
dicted, until the jury comes in with a 
verdict of guilty. 

There arises from this order, too, the 
poignant question, Who are:the German 
citizens thus condemned and reprehend- 
ed? Are they those who, until recently, 
were, regarded as sufficiently described 
when called American citizens of Ger- 
man. birth or descent, or are. they the 
much smaller—the comparatively minute 
—group of unnaturalized Germans, here 
but temporarily and intending to return 
to .the ‘Fatherland as soon as circum- 
stances become more favorable for travel 
in that direction?

People who have been 
coming reluctantly to 
the conclusion that there 
ae must be essential dif- 
er All!  tcrences between Teu- 
tonic and other minds can gain from 
reading the Austrian protest against the 
sinking of the steamer Dubrovnik a com- 
forting reassurance that their fears were 
groundless, or at least much exagger- 
ated. 

The torpedoing of that ship -in. the 
Adriatic by a submarine of one or an- 
other, of the Allies, as told in the Aus- 
trian! report, was like in all its details to 
what has occurred many, many times in 
seas further north and less favored by 
the sun. The Dubrovnik, we are told, 
was a small craft, with no munitions on 
board, and carrying only passengers; 
among them women and children. One 
torpedo, fired without any warning, tore 
out the ship’s side and she immediately 
began to sink. Then, before the: life- 
boats could be launched and got away, 
another torpedo came and exploded 
among the hurrying fugitives. 

The victims were hardly numerous 
enough to cause much emotion, in these 
days, but they included some of the wo- 
men. And the Austrians regard the af- 
fair as outrageous—as an “ atrocity.’ 
They characterize it exactly as an Eng- 
lishman would the similar treatment of 
a British ship or a Frenchman that of a 
French ship—or an American that of any 
ship of the same sort by anybody! 

Therefore it is proved that the Aus- 
trian variant of the Teutonic mind—if it 
ba a variant—can, as it sometimes does, 
work even in war time from premises to 
conclusions as is the way of other minds. 
Thus is it made highly probable, too, 
that if a German steamer in the North 
Sea were sunk as the Dubrovnik is said 
to have been, the excuse of military ne- 
cessity or advantage would not be ac- 
cepted as adequate in Berlin. That's 
something gained! 


ART NOTES. ' 


Jonag Lie’s Paintings on View— 
Princess Parlaghy’s Portralts. 


At the Knoedler Galleries is an ex- 
hibition of the recent paintings by Jonas 
Lie, who shows advance over his earlier 
work in the iatger number of the seven- 
teen canvases on view. His ‘‘Autumn 
Fleet ’’ in particular is a fine evocation 
of a brisk harbor scene, high in key and 
pure in color, with movement in the 
lines and a sense of power. The two 
large flower subjects have both splendor 
and depth in their color, but the scale 
interferes with subtlety in even a gal- 
lery as large as this. 

Two Portraits. 

The Princess Lwoff-Parlaghy has been 
giving a private view of two recently: 
painted portraits. One is of John Bur- 
roughs and is the best of the artist’s 
works so far as they have been shown 
to the public. It is sympathetically seen 
and is executed with a technical resource 
quite adequate to expressing the char- 
acter of the subjects. The low-toned 
browns and grays with their relief of 
dull red suggest a palette that has 
ceased to appeal to the younger artist, 
but the tonal envelope is managed ex- 
pertly and the result is a truly beautiful 
interpretation from which all hints of 
a Lenbach tradition have disappeared. 
The right hand holding an old parchment 
book is, indeed, worthy of the far greater 
master, Leibl. 

The portrait of Colonel Church, which 
was the immediate occasion of the ex- 
hibition, is in a lustier vein, a very down- 
right performance and an excellent like- 
ness.

That there is a certain amount of spe- : 
cial privilege in the Rural Credit bill that | 
has just the House of Represen- 
tatives is true, That this special privi- 
lege is wholly unnecessary, as agricul- 
ture the country over was never more 
prosperous than it is today, is also true. 
But THs Trmng is in error in its edi+ 
torial of today in saying that the House 
bill “is much more sympathetic than 
the Hollis bill.” if by that is meant that 
the House bill is less carefully guarded, 
or contains more of special privilege, 
than the Senate bill. The House bill, it 
is true, increases the initial capital 
which may be advanced by the Govyern- 
ment from $500,000 for each of the 
twelve Federal land banks to $750,000, 
but that was done to strengthen the re- 
servé back of the bonds to be issued, 
and merely postpones a little the refund- 
ing to the Government the capital, or 
revolving fund, advanced. Off course it 
is ‘not true that the 6 per cent. limita- 
tion of interest on mortgage loans in- 
cludes amortization payments.

H. W.’s”’ statement that he “has 
been employed on the Panama Canal fortifi- 
cations during their entire construction” 
strikes me as odd, inasthuch as the fortifi- 
cations are still in process of building. His 
reference to 16-inch guns as a part of their 
armament is no less careless, since there are 
no 16-inch guns at this writing on the Canal 
Zone. His ignorance of the truth about the 
canal defenses speaks well for him as a con- 
scientious .concrete mixer, but if he will take 
a map of the Canal Zone ‘and @ pair of com- 
passés, then describé an arc, marking the 
range of our 14-inch coast defense guns, he 
will discover that an enemy battleship 
armed with guns of a calibre equal to or 
heavier than ours could so place itself—for 
instance, off the mouth of the -Chagres 
River—as to be within range of the Gatun 
Dam and still be out of range of effective 
fire from the guns on Toro Point. 

This is no discovery on my part; had 
“Ww. H. W.’’ at any time during his preoccu- 
pied labors upon the fortifications inquired of 
army people or civilians on the Zone, they 
would have told him, for it is a matter of 
common knowledge.

I, Sir, know 
what. it is to be hungry F agoh want of food, 
to be sick for want of/medicine, owing to 
the, blockade. I was a little child at the 
time of the civil war, and I often went with 
my mother to the hospital and saw soldiers 
die with fever which a little quinine might 
have alleviated. I saw arms and legs 
amputated because there were no surgical 
dressings or aida to be had—all ‘‘blockaded’’ 
away from, us. For years we had no sugar, 
no coffee, no tea—often no food, owing to 
the blockade. Who rémonstrated then? 

Oh, the humbug of it all! The blockade 
of the German ports is legitimate warfare. 
S80 was the Diockade of the Confederate 
States. But Sheridan, when he boasted that 
he left the women and children of the 
Valley of Virginia nothing but eyes to weep 
with, never dropped bombs on infant cradles 
or upon harmless noncombatants. Gallant 
Semmes, who well-nigh destroyed the com- 
merce of the United States, never fired upon 
an unarmed vessel, and saved every one of 
the crews of the ships he sank, taking them 
off of the captured ships before he sank 
them.

HAS. NEW YORK’S SUPPORT 


Dr. McEwan, Urged as a,Man Who 
Could Resist ‘Poison of Unbellef,” 
"Beaten by Vote of 616 to 237.

ATLANTIC CITY, N, J., ‘May 18.— 
The election this-afternoon of the Rev. 
Dr. John A. Marquis, President of Coe 
College,:Cedar Rapids, Iowa, as Moder- 
ator of the General’ Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church, which opened here 
teday for its one hundred and twenty- 
eighth meeting, indicated that the party 
in. the assembly seeking to prevent an 
open split between the New York Pres- 
bytery and the Presbyteries of the Middle 
West and South on questions of doctrine 
and the relation to the Church of Union 
Theological Seminary would _prevail. 

Dr. Marquis is generally recognized 
as ‘‘sound”’ in doctrine and he admits 
that. he is an. ‘t.old line conseryative,”’ 
but ‘the feeling among many. of the 
delegates to the assembly is that he is 


jot a fair and tolerant disposition and 


will be an influence for harmony in 
the denomination. The balloting was 
secret, but it is not disputed that Dr. 
Marquié& had the support of the ma- 
jority of the New York commissioners. 

The difference between the two bodies 
of thought in the Church may yet be 
fought out on the convention; floor, for 
the frankness ‘vith which the. Rev. Dr. 
William L. McEwan of Pittsburgh was 
urged for the office of Moderator as a 
man: who could. resist. ‘‘ the~poison of 
unbelief in the Church ’’ and the num- 
ber. of votes he received made it evi- 
dent that those who consider the New 
York Presbytery and Union Seminary 
heretical are present in the assembly 
in force, but at the same time the oaver- 
whelming victory, of Dr. Marquis and 
the prevalent belief among many of the 
commissioners, or delegates, that the 
very platform upon which Dr. McEwan 
was run turned from him votes that he 
would otherwise have received, cause 
most. observers to predict a harmonious 
meeting for the current General As- 
sembly. 


First Ballot Fails to Biect. 


There were two ballots-in the elec- 
tion. The first one‘resulted in 430 votes 
for Dr. Marquis, 274 for Dr. McEwan, 
and 159 for the Rev. Dr. George L. 
Robinson of McCormick Seminary, Chi- 
cago. Ag 432 votes were necessary for 
election; the retiring Moderator, the 
Rev. Dr. J; Ross Stevenson, called for 
a second ballot, but before this was 
taken Dr. -Robinson’s. namé_ was with- 
drawn in favor of Dr. Marquis. ‘The 
final vote was: Dr. Marquis, 616; Dr. 
McEwan, 237. 

Dr. Marquis was nominated by the 
Rev. Dr. Frank C. McKean of Des 
Moines, Iowa, who introduced him as 
**s great leader’ who could wisely and 
fairly steer the Church through diffi- 
culties, and he then admitted that his 
candidate-.was a favorite son. : ie 

“Dr. Marquis hag claims ag a man, 
said Dr. McKean, “ but he also has th 
right of territory. The great Middle 

est ig asking for recognition today. 
It’s time for the Presbyterian Church 
to begin to be fair. New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Pittsburgh, and Chicago have 
had thelr turn in power and it’s Iowa’s 
turn now.” 

Dr. Robinson was nominated next, and 
then Dr. McEwan was ney in nom- 
ination by the Rev. Dr. Hugh K

McEwan’s Nomination Seconded.

He asserted that Dr. McEwan was 
the candidate of orthodoxy against het- 
erodoxy. Although Dr. Ewart’s speech 
seemed to be well received by the Com- 
missioners from the Cincinnati Presby- 
tery, which has asked for the expulsion 
of the New York Presbytery from the 
Church, and by those who want to re- 
cever large bequests from Union Semi- 
nary on the grounds that, because of its 
alleged heretical teachings, the seminary 
ig: misappropriating money intended: for 
orthodox~ instruction, the majority of 
the convention did not receive Dr.-Ewart 
at all cordially. Laughter greeted the 
remark,. ‘‘The ship of our beloved 
Church is in danger of being tor- 
pedeed.”’. The eaker continued : 

‘“* Our. Church is facing a great crisis. 
There are those who are injecting the 
poison of unbelief into the Presbyterian 
body. Dr. McEwan stands solidly upon 
the fundamentals of the Presbyterian 
faith. He beljeves in the Bible and the 
faith founded upon it.” 

An imperative voice interrupted at this, 
point, shouting *‘ Who does not?’’ 

The question was applauded, but Dr. 
Ewart continued in the same strain. In 
a few minutes Commissioners began 
stamping their’ feet, and others shouted 
** Sit down.’’. For a while the ,speaker 
could scarcely be heard. He finished 
his plea, however, and was applauded 
when he finished.
